A suggestion that the special ses­ 
sion of tho seventy-first congress 
be called for April I was made to 
Mr. Hoover today by Senator Short - 
ridge of California, one of nearly 
a dozen callers at his headquarters. 
Convening of congress two weeks 
after that date has been approved 
by most congressional leaders.

The death of

sleep, today became subject of an 
official inquiry by a legislative com­ 
mittee headed by Governor It C. 
Dillon. 
Closely following an 
announce­ 
ment by Prosecutor Eugene Lujan 
of Albuquerque that charges would 
be filed in connection with the 
girl’s sudden death, the chief execu 
live opened a hearing at the state 
institution and heard the testimony 
of Faye Grave*, another girl in­ 
mate. 
Mis* Graves testified thut 
twilight sleep had been adminis­ 
tered to her eight times as fur 
back as last October. 
Prosecutor Lujun said he was 
not prepared to disclose the nature 
of charges he expected to file in 
the case 
against 
Superintendent 
Bert im Lip* of the home. and Hr. 
Evelyn Friable, who are alleged to 
have 
administered 
the 
twilight 
sleep. 
At the coroner’s inquest a ver­ 
dict was returned declaring Miss 
Haskew came to lier death from an 
administration of the sedative, com­ 
bined with lack of water in her 
system.

SECRETARY OF the Treasury 
Andrew Mellon is not

So many cities and institutions 
now use liquid chlorine and cal­ 
cium hypochlorite of disinfection 
of water supplies thtft the process 
would not seem to require any 
further defense before the public. 
Only a few institutions still use 
ozone and ultraviolet rays for this 
purpose. 
Strange 
superstitions 
arise, 
however, which need to be con­ 
tradicted; for example, the asser­ 
tion of a physician in Columbia 
that the use of chlorinated water 
would cause sterility and 
a de­ 
crease in tile birth rate, and the 
assertion by other 
people 
that 
chlorination of water might pro­ 
duce changes in the kidneys 
or 
ulcers of the stomach. 
The actual facts of tile m atter 
are that there is not the slight­ 
est evidence to support the 
con­ 
tention that the am ount of chlo­ 


rine in the water after the chlori­ 
nation process is sufficient to be 
of the slightest harm to any on*-. 
On the other hand, the installa­ 
tion of chlorination spreads apace. 
The first practical apparatus, a s 
pointed out by George C. Bunker, 
was made in 1912. In 192»b four 
billion gallons of chlorinated w a 
ter a day were being used in 2200 
American communities. 
About 70 per cent of tile popu­ 
lation of tile United States is to­ 
day drinking water that has been 
disinfected wMth chlorine. 
Fur 
thermore, the method bas been 
adopted as the one of choice for 
swimming pool 
disinfection, 
for 
the disinfection of water mains, 
and for the treatm ent of water 
used by travelers. 
Various methods are now being 
studied with a view 
to 
finding 
those that are cheapest and most 
efficient, and new types of chlori­ 
nators are being developed, 
the 
most recent type being an electro­ 
lytic device which 
permits 
the 
utilization of common salt tor the 
development of tike chlorine and 
avoids the use of tanks of pure 
chlorine gas.

At Rapid River, Rock 
and Perkins 


The num ber of rural 
agricul­ 
tural schools in Michigan has been 
growing steadily since 
the rural 
agricultural school law was enact­ 
e d in 1917, 
according 
to B. J. 
Ford, assistant superintendent of 
public instruction, la n sin g . 
There are none of this type in 
D elta county, but for som e tim e 
there have been plans considered 
for the 
establishm ent 
of 
rural 
agricultural schools at Rapid R iv­ 
er, Perkins and Rock. The Inwood 
tow nship school in Cooks, School­ 
craft county, adopted the system 
a few years ago. 
State* Gives Ald. 
W hen a school district has es­ 
tablished 
a 
rural 
agricultural 
school as provided by law th e d is­ 
trict becom es eligible to receive 
11000 annually from the state to ­ 
ward 
the 
m aintenance 
of 
the 
school and $400 per vehicle to ­ 
ward the transportation 
of 
the 
pupils. 
The«;p schools are requir­ 
ed to include in their 
course of 
study vocational training in agri­ 
cultural and manual arts for the 
boys and hom e econom ics for the 
girls. 
A minimum am ount of this 
vocational training should be re­ 
quired work. 
"This type of school assures a 
very effective 
developm ent 
pro­ 
gram for rural and village com ­ 
m unities,” Mr. Ford says. 
“The 
usual plan is to have a rural agri­ 
cultural school located at the na­ 
tural village 
com m unity 
center 
and bring in the pupils from the 
outlying rural schools.” 
Petition Necessary. 
According to the law, w henever 
the 
county 
com m issioner 
of 
schools shall be 
presented 
with 
petitions signed by fifty per cent 
of the legal 
school 
electors 
of 
each of three or more contiguous 
rural school districts having a to ­ 
tal assessed valuation of not less 
than seven hundred thousand dol­ 
lars, or a total area of not 
less 
than eighteen 
governm ent 
sec­ 


tions of land, to establish a rural 
agricultural school by consolidat­ 
ing the territory of said districts, 
the 
county 
com m issioner 
of 
schools shall cause to be subm it­ 
ted to the vote of the school elect­ 
ors the question of consolidating 
said territory to 
form 
a 
rural 
agricultural school 
w ithin 
said 
township school district, by com­ 
plying with the provisions. 
Typical Study Course. 
The follow ing Is a typical pro­ 
gram of work for a school of this 
kind: Ninth grade, English, A lge­ 
bra. Botany (on e sem ester), zo­ 
ology (one sem ester), manual arts 
(b oys), and dom estic art (g irls);

The new Green Bay-Fox River 
Valley airmail route is now well 
tinder way, and reporta from the 
officials of the Northwest Airways, 
holding the government contract 
to carry the mail, disclose that a 
record amount of mail is being 
tarried daily. 
Bad weather since 
the opening of the line has ham­ 
pered operations, but nevertheless, 
the fact has been displayed that it 
has filled a long felt need in this 
territory.

Situation In Cotton Textile 
Industry Is Improving-Babson 


Babson Park. Florida, Jan. IS 
— “ Tho tide is gradually swinging 
the cotton textile industry back 
to healthier conditions. 
it 
has 
taken ore* of our oldest and finest 
industries a long time to see that! 
1^29 methods cannot succeed tin­ 
der I B 2 9 
conditions. 
Nor 
can 
out-of-dat* 
machinery 
compote 
with latest automatic 
machines. 
What is happening now is th e be­ 
ginning 
of 
reorganization 
and 
Consolidation 
of 
lite 
h e s t 
equipped mills. 
This movement 
has only just started and is thus 
far confined to a few localities. It 
will, however, grow 
and 
spread 
throughout the industry. 
It will 
also mean continued dismantling 
and elimination of inefficient mills 
and plants. 
While 
this 
process 
may temporarily 
hit 
hart! 
the 
towns where 
such 
unprofitable 
mills are located, it will 
in 
the 
long run be the 
best 
thing 
for 
them. 
At best such mills afford 
unsteady employment, anil serv“ 
merely to prolong the agony. 
It 
is better to get some othcf indus­ 
tries to come into such places. 
“ Current conditions in the cot­ 
ton trade are more favorable than 
they have been for a 
long 
time. 
Hence, the present is a very good 
time to revamp, consolidate, and 
reorganize mill property. The new 
consolidations have more chance 
of success from the start 
under 
present cotton conditions. Produc­ 
tion has shown an irregular up­ 
ward trend since last April and 
for November was practically on 
par with November, 1927. 
This 
increase in output 
is apparently 
based on sound dem and; 
o th er­ 
wise it would he an 
unfavorable 
development. 
Statistics show' that 
shipments continue small in com­ 
parison with new orders. Whole­ 
sale dry goods’ sales have shown 
a good increase during tile Fall 
months, and 
November 
figures 
were slightly higher th an Novem­ 
ber. 1927. 
The seasonal decline 
ordinarily expected in November 
was less pronounced 
this 
year; 
unfilled orders for standard cot­ 
ton cloth have increased. 
P rob­ 


ably the most favorable factor in 
Hie current situation, however, is 
a 
continued 
slight 
decline 
in 
stocks of cot ton clot Ii 
on 
hand. 
Orders for gray goods are record­ 
ing a slight upward trend. 
Haw Cotton Prices Higher. 
“ The final Government cotton 
crop estimate is fully high. 
The 
severe w eath er in tile latter part 
of the picking season 
did 
much 
damage. 
The total crop brought 
to m arket will probably not ex­ 
ceed 1 4,000.000 bales. 
However, 
if we accept tile Government crop 
figures and add to them th e carry­ 
over. the total season s supply is 
around 16.600,000 bales. Assum­ 
ing a domestic consumption of at 
least 7 million bales and exports 
of eight and 
one half 
million 
bales, the total 
cotton 
require­ 
ments WMH run around fifteen and 
one half million bales, 
and pos­ 
sibly more. 
Tills 
year's 
carry-! 
over w ill, therefore, bo far sm a ll­ 
er than it was a year ago. 
The 
world crop is slightly larger* than 
last year, but world demand 
is 
also larger. 
All current indica­ 
tions point to a moderately higher 
price for cotton during the Spring 
months. 
“ It should be remembered th at 
if the m anufacturers have to pay 
too high prices for 
cotton 
their 
profits wMll he 
cut 
down 
even 
though demand is increasing. At 
levels around .20 cents 
for 
raw 
cotton they are in 
a position 
to 
operate profitably and and m ain ­ 
tain an upward trend of 
produc­ 
tion and sales. 
A run away m a r ­ 
ket would be a very adverse fac­ 
tor. 
Warning Against Over-Production 
"Cotton manufactu rers must be 
careful not to over-produce or the 
improvement in conditions recent­ 
ly noted will 
bo 
shortlived. 
It 
should he remembered 
that 
we 
still have a large over capacity for 
m anufacturing cotton goods. 
If 
everybody gets enthusiastic 
and 
throws caution to the wind under 
Hie stimulus of the better demand, 
stocks of goods WMH be built up 
beyond the ability of the market 


to take them. 
This would result 
in another disastrous decline such 
as occurred in 1 924 and 1925. The 
fact remains that while 
demand 
for cotton goods is increasing it is 
only increasing at a price. 
The 
trade is obviously unwilling to pay 
higher prices at the present time, 
and any attempt 
to force 
them 
will cut down the demand. 
It is 
better to make haste slowly, and 
seek ways and means of reducing 
costs by modernizing machinery 
and methods 
and 
consolidating 
plants. 
Remember th a t a to a d ­ 
stool grows a million times as fast 
as an oak tree but it lives only a 
day or two. 
Scientific Purchasing E ssential. 
"The wage question has been a 
primary cause of trouble in tex­ 
tiles just as it always is 
in 
any 
industry in a state of depression. 
Employers are now coming to re ­ 
alize tha t wages should be reduc­ 
ed only as a 
last 
resort. 
Every 
other means of reducing expenses 
should be tried first. 
One 
very 
fruitful method 
o f/c u t tin g costs 
is scientific purchasing based on 
knowledge of raw material 
price 
forecasting. 
Where an industry 
such as textiles buys vast q u a n t i­ 
ties of raw material even a 
m i­ 
nute saving per unit bought means 
a large reduction in expenses. Of­ 
ten tinier such savings enable tile 
m anagem ent not only 
to 
avoid 
wage cuts but also to maintain a 
higher wage rate. 
CkH»|K‘ration Essential To Textile 
Recovery. 
“ Mere modernizing 
of 
plants 
and machinery and instituting ef­ 
ficiency methods 
alone will not 
set the textile business 
oh 
the 
highway to success. 
These things 
must be accompanied by a spirit­ 
ual readjustment. A spirit of co­ 
operation will 
have 
to 
prevail 
thro u g h o u t the 
whole 
industry, 
from tile raw material to the fin­ 
ished goods, before th e re w ill be 
any lasting improvement. 
M a n u ­ 
facturers must cooperate with one 
another and limit 
ruinous 
over­ 
production. 
Mill executives must 
cooperate 
with 
workers, 
and 
w orkers with managements. Town 
and city governments m u st coop­ 
erate with the textile industries 
located in their cities. 
“ Probably the most hopeful de­ 
velopment that has yet occurred 
was the recent conference between 


labor heads, mill executives, and 
city representatives a t New Bed­ 
ford, Massachusetts. 
This 
city 
has long been know n as the home 
of m anufacture of the finest cot­ 
ton goods in th e world. I^ast sum ­ 
mer it w ent th ro u g h a disastrous 
strike, and 
losses 
to 
workers, 
mills, and th e public were trem en­ 
dous. 
Apparently, 
however, the 
bitter lesson t a u g h t by this trou­ 
ble has engendered a new spirit of 
cooperation on all sides. If this 
new attitude 
spreads 
through­ 
out the other textile 
centers of 
tim country it will constitute the 
strongest evidence th a t the great 
industry as a whole is now ready 
to go forw ard into a long contin­ 
ued era of improvement. 
Busi­ 
ness by th e Babsonchart is now 6 
per cent above norm al compared 
with 2 per cent below normal this 
time last year.”

Chief of Staff Is Named 
Temporary Political 
and Legal Ruler 


London, Jan. 17~(/P)— Edward J. 
Higgins, chief of staff, was tonight 
temporary political and legal head 
of the Salvation Army. 
He will oc­ 
cupy that station until the high 
council, of which he Is a member, 
elects a successor 
to 
Bramwell 
Booth who was deposed as com- 
mander-in-chief late last night. 
Army circles today were full of 
rumors as to what Bramwell Booth 
and his family 
intended 
to do. 
There were several repo. Is that he 
was contemplating action in the 
courts but late this afternoon au­ 
thoritative circles 
seemed 
satis 
fled that he would accept the coun­ 
cil’s decision. 
If that proves to 
be the case, the position of the 
whole Army will be greatly simpli­ 
fied. 
The council’*} next task is to se­ 
lect a successor to Bramwell Booth. 
Most of the conjecture on that 
point today centered about Com- 
m'ssioner Higgins and Evangeline 
Booth, sister of the deposed leader 
and commander of the Army in the 
Toited States and its possessions. 
They have been the most promin­ 
ent figures throughout the proceed­ 
ings at Sunbury-on-Thames which 
reached their climax last midnight. 
Keeps London as Center. 
How long a time will elapse be­ 
fore the affairs of the Army are 
restored to normal will depend, in 
the opinion of the dominant fac­ 
tion, largely on the attitude of 
Bramwell Booth and his friends. 
It was reported they wrould rather 
have Mr. Higgins as their new 
commander and it was also said his 
elevation to the generalisbip would 
conciliate a conservative element 
which objects to a woman as head 
of the Army. 
The Higgins advocates also ar­ 
gued that his election would leave 
Hie world control of the organisa­ 
tion divided, as it has been, be­ 
tween 
international 
headquarters 
and Commander Eva. 
In this con­ 
nection it was learned that Miss 
Booth believed that the interna­ 
tional headquarters should remain 
in London, "the birthplace of the 
Army." 
In the event of her election she 
would need to move her home from 
America and relinquish her per­ 
sonal leadership of the organiza­ 
tion, constituting half of the entire 
S-alvation Army, which she built 
up within the last 24 years. 
Need New Committee. 
All candidates nominated at the 
high 
council 
meeting 
tomorrow 
must declare their platforms, open­ 
ly, thereby virtually pledging them­ 
selves to carry out the desired re­ 
forms. 
No election will take place 
until these 
pledges 
have 
been 
given, for as soon as the new gen­ 
eral ie chosen, the high council is 
dissolved automatically. 
Before this takes place, however, 
a committee of commissioners will 
be t reated to meet periodically and 
discuss Army policies throughout 
the world. 
A virtually new consti­ 
tution must be 
made 
and 
this 
would mean the scrapping of most 
of the present deed polls, or char­ 
ters, under which the Army organi­ 
zation has its legal existence in 
England. 
Not all of the details of these 
wide reforms, with their incidental 
legal proceedings, can be worked 
out by the present session of the 
council. 
Indeed, it was said to­ 
night, some of them well may need 
several years for complete fulfill­ 
ment.

free until last November, when he 
held up a grocery store here.

prepare production cost sheets of 
the Michigan crops. 
Bean growers 
had a

year in 1928, but reports nay other 
countries are planning to increase 
their supplies this year following 
a bumper crop in the United States. 
Japan and Koumania produce large 
quantities of white beans, Michi­ 
gan's most important variety. 
Commissioner Powell is convinc­ 
ed that beet growers must have 
tariff relief. 
Unless this aid is 
rendered, he fears, growers will de­ 
sert th e crop for potatoes.

crop in 1928.
